ADZHUBEI AND NEPOTISM By CHARLES BARTLETT 


ALTHOUGH the expulsion of _Nikila 

Khrushchev was plainly triggered by 
his age, the new list of recrimihations 
circulating. in Moscow centres heavily 
upon the nepotism connected with the 
activities and aspirations of the ex-chair- 
man’s son-in-law, Alexei Adzhubei. 


—Foer—— Now out as~editor—of—tzvestia at the 


age of 40, Adzhubéi was known to Western- 
ers. as a buoyant communist who dearly 
loved: the potent implications of-his family 
ties: President Kennedy greeted him 
_prophetically, when she visited here in 
1962, ’s a “man who combined two haz- 
ardous professions, politics and journa- 
lism.” 


Adzhubei’s lively, impulsive-personality” 
was the Key to his success as*an editor. 


He improved the dull, official journal with 


innovations borrowed from the capitalist’ 


press. He was.a leader in the group of 
young sophisticates pressing to adorn their 
Marxist society in urbane trappings. Some 
Russians complained that Izvestia had 
become too trivoloif but the circulation 
rose steadily. 


“~The key to Adzhubei’s success as a 


politician was’ indubitably his father-in-, 


law: The_editor’s office overlooking Gorky 
Square had a telephone tink to the-cirir- 
man’s desk in the Kremlin. Adzhubei 
gave an impression, probably not exag- 
gerated, that this wire was often in use. 
The chairman's regard for the young man 
became evident with his election to the 
Central Committee and-hisdeepening in; 
volvement in East-West diplomacy. 


Preferred Emissary 


Quite apart from family ties, il is easy 
to understand why Khrushchev preferred 
Adzhupei. as an emissary of co-existence 
over his dour Foreign Minister, “Andrei 
Gromyko. The latter has never shed the 
stodgy reticence which saw him sately 
through the Stalin era. Adzhubei, spon- 
taneous like Khrushchev, may not be a 
nobler. man but his. brash and cleverly 
off-hand manner was far’ better suited to 
«the diplomatic thaw which the ‘Chairman 
had in ‘mind : 

A man who wields influence without 
hélding-olfice attracts.the animesities of 
men who have offices but little mntluence. 
Adzhubei had the fault, well noted by his

retary of the party. The present charges 
of nepotism against ‘“iwrushchev ~ reflect 
earlier .concerns that he wanted to esta- 
blish a line of succession 

Khrushchev himseli may -have un- 
leashed the events of October 12 when he 
spoke informally to a youlh’group on Sep- 

y tember’ 19. He rematked .that he had 
reached ‘‘a rather vencrable age’ and 
that he was glad to see the young come 


forward because “the older generation js’ 


retiring.” 

Impatient with their uncertainty about 
the future and alarmed over Adzhubei, 
the ambitious men in the- Kremlin may 
have decided then that the time had come 
to take the initiative. One of the weak- 
nesses of the Soviet political system is 
that, it does not provide an orderly, dig- 
nified transition between regimes. 

One_ of the legal experts charged with 
drafting the-mew Soviet constitution re- 
marked in 1962 that he ind*his colleagues 
had not found a means to insure a graceful 
transfer of Kremlin power at reasonable 
intervals. *‘The two-term limit that you 
place on your presidents would be an ob- 
vious answer’ for us,"’*he said with a 
smile. “But T am afraid we will never 
get it adopted.’’ 3

It is indeed encouraging and gratifying 
to read the remarks of Dr. Peter Banks 
on the subject of medicare. If this’ spirit 
continues I can see no reason why a 
health plan, acceptable to the médical pro- 
fession and the people of this province, 
cannot be implemented at an: early date. 

The plan ‘must contain’ provisions for 
the following: 

1) Compulsory for all. I regret to see 
that Dr. Banks: mentioned help. from the 
government*for those who cannot afford 
the premiums of the existing plans. Such. 
a_ provision would imply a ‘‘means test’’ 
which is unacceptable to the people. 

(2) Doctors must: be completely free of 
all interference from government ‘officials 
in all matters of their profession. In other 
words the technical end of a health plan 
must remain:in the hands of the doctors. 

(3) Similarly the question of the pay- 
ment of fees.is a matter for the repre- 
sentatives of the people. In addition, doc- 
tors’ must not be permitted to increase:

six or seven years old, are stricken. ‘As the 
child's body grows, his muscles shrink and 
deteriorate until -by the time he is“15, he has 
less muscle that he had when he was five years 
old. 

Because of the weakness of their muscles, 
these children develop a marked swayback 
and have a peculiar waddling gait. They fall 
down frequently and have difficulty getting up- 


hind feet. 

‘As I keep saying in this column, One of the 
most ‘fortunate things that can happen to re- 
search workers who are trying to find a. cure 
for some rare hereditary disease is to find that 
it occurs_in one or more animals. 

Using the paralyzed mice, Dr. Dowben found 
that a combination of digitoxin and a special 
androstelonone prolonged-the life of the dystro- 
phie miee-from. the usual 18-weeks to 42 weeks. 
Dr, Dowben does not claim that these drugs 
work a cure, but he is satisfied that often, 
for = Asa they hold -the disease in check.
